In some few set- 
tlements in the southern part of the Empire 
some have gone into the fields, but even 
there the majority have adopted other 
branches of industry. Contracts have 
been made for the importation of 
40,000 Germans and 100,000 Irish, but 
insurmountable obstacles have stood in 
the way. Among these is the heat of the 
country, which, in thirteen out of the twenty 
provinces, makes it impossible for a white 
man to work in the fields. There are two 
other causes operating to prevent immigra- 
tion, one being that the best lands have been 
parceled out among the early Portuguese 
settlers, so that what is left is not desirable, 
and the other the aversion which the Brazil- 
lans feel towards strangers who come there to 
make a permanent residence. “To Brazil- 
ians, Argentines, and all South Ameri- 
cans, the Chillans, perhaps excepted,” says 
the Times correspondent, a stranger is a 
‘Gringo,’ an expression equivalent to that 
of *Glaour’ among the Osmanlis.” Dis- 
couraged in its reliance upon Europe, the 
Brazilians are now looking to Asia, and 
a deputation has for some time been in 
China to see what can be done towards in- 
ducing a migration of laborers.

The population of Brazil is set down at 
about 12,000,006, which is about the estimate 
made by Behm and Wagner in their well- 
known work on the population of the earth. 
At the last census, of this total a little jess 
than 4,000,000 were numbered as of European 
blood, 2,000,000 were Africans, 400,000 were 
Indians, and 4,000,000 were of mixed blood. 
besides an unknown number of wild In- 
dian tribes. Ot the 2000,000 negroes 
1,500,000 are slaves, who perform all 
the hard work of the country. By the 
operation of the law of 1871, whieh eman- 
cipates all unbern children, and by other 
measures, the number of slaves is reduced to 
1,119,168, and before the end of this century 
it is estimated that slavery will be at an end. 
Hence those interested in the productiveness 
of Brazil are eagerly and even anxiously re- 
fiecting upon the labor question and the as- 
pects it will assume in the near future.

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RECORD OF THE GRANT AND HAPCOCK 


CONTROVERSY. 

Fortunately for the truth of history, the 
correspondence relating to Hancock’s ap- 
pointment and his administration in Louisi- 
ana as Military Governor is all official and 
of record. We present it all to our readers, 
and it confirms Gen. Grant’s statements in 
every particular. 

Congress, by act of March, 180%, created 
five military districts in the unreconstrueted 
lately Rebel States, each of these districts to 
be under the command of a military officer 
to be appointed by the President. In the 
assignment of these districts, Gen. Sheridan 
was appointed commander in the Fifth Dis- 
trict, which embraced the States of Louisi- 
ana and Texas.

Finally, on the 17th of August, the Presi- 
dent issued an order removing Sheridan and 
appointing Gen. Thomas to the District 
of New Orleans. Gen, Grant, who was 
then Acting Secretary of War, thereupon 
personally visited the President and 
verbally and in writing presented Gen. 
Thomas’ request not to be assigned to 
any of the military districts, and especial- 
ly not to New Orleans, because of his 
ill-health and various other reasons. He 
also remonstrated against Sheridan’s re- 
moval. On the same day he addressed a pri- 
vate note to the Acting President appealing 
to him not to remove Sheridan. His Acci- 
dency, however, was determined upon it. 
He countermanded the order appointing 
Thomas, and, on Aug. . appointed Gen. W. 
S. Hancock. The latter was then at St. 
Louis, and proeeeded to Washington for his 
instructions. His appointment as Sheridan’s 
suecessor gave infinit satisfaction to the 
Rebels at Washington and at New Orleans. 
At Washington he was serenaded by the ras- 
cals who had at last succeeded in getting 
Sheridan removed. 

The yellow-fever, however, was then pre- 
vailing at New Orleans, and Gen. Hancock 
postponed going to that city until the 
2th of November. Gen. Mower had suc 
ceeded Sheridan temporarily, and he had 
continued Sheridan’s policy against the Con- 
federate thieves, and had removed a number 
of obstructionists. On Nov. 2, 1867, Han-

STREET RAILWAYS AND THE PARKS: 

“In reply to the resolution passed at the last 
meeting, I beg tw state conclusions: 

“Chap. 24, Sec. 62, Revised Statutes, is as fol- 
lows: The City Council or Board of Trustees 
shall have no power to grant the use of or the 
right to lay down any fallroad tracks on auy 
street of city to any steam or horse ruilway 
company except upon a petition of the owners 
of the land representing more than one-balf of 
the frontage of the street, or 80 much thereof as 
is sought to be used for railroad purposes.“ 

Tunis section was inteuded to protect the pro- 
prietary interest of owners of land abutting 
upon streets sought to be used for railroad pur- 
poses. As the effect of constructmg a railroad 
might be to affect the use of such land, 
it seemed to the framersof the statute, in view 
of what had taken place in preceding years, a 
proper caution and protection to leave the ap- 
proval or disapproval of any such proposed work 
toa majority in frontage of the owners upon a 
street. 

The West Chicago Park Commissioners hold 
the park landsin trust for the public. e in- 
crease or decrease in the market value of the 
park lands is not, perhaps, of moment to the 
—.— but the public may be considered as 

aving an interest in all measures which tend to 
promote or restrict actess to them, because 
thereby the public use is affected. This interest 
is represented by the Boardof Park Commis- 
sioners, and they are vested with the discretion 
to protect it. 

It seems to me, therefore, within the prov- 
ince of the Board to express an opinion upon 
the propriety or im roe of alluwing rail- 
road tracks to be lai 
aloog or through the park lands. 

‘Chapter 66 of the Revised Statutes (entitied 
Horse and Dummy Railroads), does hot, I think, 
refer to the case covered by the resolution.“ 

The communication of Gen. Smith was re- 
ferred to the Special Committee having the mat- 
ter in charge.

MR. BEMIS AND THE JOCKEY CLUB. 

For some time the papers of other cities, and 
especially St. Louis, have been devoting consid- 
erable space to the affairs of the Chicago Jockey 
and Trotting Club, the basis of their remarks 
being the fact that Mr. H. V. Bemis, of this city, 
has entered up judgment against the Ciuo for a 
matter of $20,000 due him. As the entire affair 
hes Leen distorted and misrepresented, thereby 
placing Mr. Bemis in a false light, that gentie- 
man has very sensibly concluded to let the pub- 
lic know exactly what his relations to tho Jockey 
Club have been, and sets forth ghe facts fully in 
the letter published below. It will de seen that 
he has assisted the Club from its very formation 
in a generous manner, afd bis whole conduct in 
the affair has been of a character of which he 
may well be proud. His letter is as follows: 

To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune. 

CaIcaGo, Oct. 6—My ob in writing this 
article is to give a history of my connection and 
business transactions with Chieago Jockey 
and Trot Club. it is well known that Messrs. 
Lawrence & Martin were the projectors and 
builders of this track. It was a 
ing ou the part of those gentleme 
lin_ited amount of means, and I consider it one 
of the most bold transactions ever sta 
and I so cail it from the fact that they had to 
depend largeiy upon donations from our citizens 
to carry it through, as they certainly cid not 
bave the menns of their own to pay for it. On 
the 17th of August, 1878, Mr. Lawrence came to 
me, and iD bis eloquent, business-like manner 
told me of their undertaking, and the result 
was that I donated to the enterprise $1,000, and 
gave him a check for the amount. I bave 
understood that they received quite a large 
amount of money in way to assist in build- 
ing the track. 

On Sept. 18, 1878, Mr. Lawrence came to me 
and said they should open the truck about the 
second week in Octuber, and that Karus, Hope- 
ful, and Great Eastern had been e „ and 
the prospect was that the meeting would be the 

randest succe 4 ever known on this continent. 

e said they were hard pressed for money to 
get the track ready to open as advertised, and

This lease should never bave been given, and 
it was a great injustice to the stockholders. 1 
blame the Directors for granting it, but do not 
blame Lawrence & Martiu for receiving it. It 
was a smart transaction on their part. 

By the Directors leasing away ali those privi- 
leges for per year, Lawrence & Martin 
made about $19,0W in the year 1879, and the Club 
came out loser to the tuns of $10,000. Col. John

meeting it was said to be to make ex- 
tensive improvements at the track vy building 
a large number of additional stabies, etc. 

In order to make these improvements the 
money must be raised to pay for the same. Ac- 
cordingly some $13,000 was borrowed on short 
time from the Northwestern National Bank, I 
indorsing the notes.

I wish here to state that the loan of $20,000 to 
Lawrence & Martin was promptly paid accord- 
ing to agreement, but I bave not as yet called 
upon them for the one-third of the profits of the 
Chieagu Jockey and Tratting Club for the year 1879. 

In setiling up the business of Club for the 
year 1879 it was found that there had been an 
actual loss in the business of $9,986.61; paid out 
for new improvements, $17,385.50; making a total 
indebteduess over and above assets of $27,- 
321.00; a very targe portion of the amount being 
due to me, for which Lhbeld judgment notes.
